I am writing this document as proof. It may be used as 
needed to solve a problem with the questionable principles 
of a certain acouter* The certain scouter is ftr* Dennis G» 
Crooks, 

It started back in 1973-1974. I was a scouter looking for 
a future in wrangling. My scout-master, Mr* Crooks was the 
head wrangler at D-A. Scout Ranch on the weekends in the winter 
season. My objoctives were to become a winter wrangler* Sir* . 
Crooks had an Interest in me because he was pushing me through 
the ranks so I could have enough experiance in scouting to 
ride for him. Some of my duties to him were to receive the 
"Beard"* The beard is an initiation or something llkei one 
where I£r. Srooks would rub his unshaven face on my chest until 
I gave up* I was not the only person to receive this treatment , 
Usually he would have someone hold the victim down while he 
prooeeded to give the beard. I was holding people down for him 
after a couple of months of being subjected ta zhe punishment* 

At first the beard seemed harmless because it was done in 
the presents of :nany people. My first weekend as a wrangler , 
I went up to the ranch Kith; Mr* Crooks, and 




On this weekend I was briefed on the practices of the 



winter wranglers, Such as drinking, "Specials", and what type 
of accidents on horses to report and to who. Drinking was not

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a usual practice for ae while I was at home* But the night I 
gox to the ranch for the first tints I was offered a beer. At 
the time I was offered, !^H already had a bear b ut^^H*as 
not drinking. I took the beer and was required to give Mr. 
Crooks a special. A special was a beckrub to be given to Mr. 
Crooks on request* If someone did not want to give him a 
special they were threatened with 'their job. I was threatened 
many times* The first couple specials I *aa required to giv* 
were done in the presents of other wranglers* So I got th« 
feeling they were harmless. Eventually Crooks worked his way 
up to making me give them to him on Sunday afternoon when 
nobody was around. After a couple weeks of that, I was required 
-to sleep in the. same room as Crooks and give him a special while 
he was getting to sleep* If I resisted my job was threa tuned. 
I wanted to be a wrangler pretty bad so I always gave in* 
Usually after the special Crooks would turn around and pull me 
down off his back. I would have to lay on my back on his ted 
while he layed on top of me* If I was wearing a tee-shirt he 
would take it off of me* The first couple nights like this I 
would recieve the beard, but when I complained about the beard 
he promised not to give it to me any-more* Eventually I was 
catching on to why Crooks was pulling me down after the^bedrd, 
I f^lt Crooks masturbating on either my leg of the corner of 
the bed. I knew it was happening but didn't know what to do* 
As far as I knew he didn't continue until ejaculation but 
there was the possility, While this was happening he usually 
fondled the upper half of my body*lbreast section} Many times 
ha would swipe over ay penis with his hand after pulling, my 
legs closer. Many times he excited me until I had an erection*

r did not enjoy this treatment at all. Many times I would 
try a little resistance but he would threaten my Job and I did 
not want to lose it, I was forwarned that when you are drunk 
Crooks makes passes at you while he is masturbating* Two of 



into their under wear after Crooks asked them what they wanted 
at the moment* They answered a girl so he figured they were 
drunk and horny so he proceeded to play with their genitalia, 
When Crooks got me drunk one night I was asked what I wanted 
and all I would say is a oar* He did not like that too much 
so he sent me to bed. 

He drank at the ranch almost every weekend and usually it 
was to excess* Crooks would get angry if somebody would turn 
down a drink from him, Usually your job was threatened, £ne 
night | | and I decided not to drink with Crooks, Instead we 
went to ^JJlli^ ^ a house for icecream* The two of us did 
not haar the end of that weekend for about a month. Crooks 
would tease us by saying to the other guys that we were not 
going to drink with them that night because we were going to 
have ioe-oream. 

"A'e drank down in camp one weekend* Vt'e went to "fairoaks 
campsite before the ctbin was built and downed a twelve-pack 
between about five of us in an hour. Crooks was rushing us 
because he was afraid of getting caught. We also drank at the 
picnic tables by the kitchen One weekend and we were' pretty well 
sohnokered. One night we went into town to the Whitehorse, 
Crooks was drunk before and after we went in, he was driving at 
close to 100 mph* an uetamora Road and 70 toBOmph, on gtttton 
Boad, I was so soared that I secretly buckled niy seat belt,

Another time that Crooks was drinking while driTing was 
in January of 1977 , Crooks had Just got back from California 
and Galled me on a Saturday night* He wanted me to go to the 
ranch with him, I objected and ha threatened my job* I was 
so worried I brought my mom into the picture by telling her 
that he wanted me to go because we were going to drink. She 
didn't know what to do so she told ae to go and sare my job 
but to watch myself. I never got sick from drinking with Crooks 
but this night I oame close* On the way out ha stopped at a liquor 
store and bought two bottles of "Old English 300% They were 
quart aize and he had his gone pretty fast, I did not want to get 
drunk bo I drank real slow* 'Alien we arrived at the TChite-Horse 
Crooks made me guzzle the half quart I had left* We went 
in and he was talking to his friends. He had ordered a drink 
and left it on the table. The malt liquor hit ae like a kick 
in the head, Istarted to nip on Crooks r s drink, when we got 
baak to the ranch he asked for a special and I was feeling kind 
of sick so I told him NO I He was pretty mad and started to 
threaten me but I came to realisation that wrangling waa too much 
hassle* After that weekend ^^^^and I started to think about 
coming up on our own and working aaitinence when Crooks was there* 
Crooka threatened | |that he would tell on us to Mr* Wykoff 
if this was to happen* He thought that we were on our own 
under the age of 18* We had friends that were up at the ranch 
that were 19 and 20* §aBfcfr| , [§£51 P Ua jjl Tere 9*aapl«*. 
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Many times wben we would drink with Crocks we would drink 
to get drunk* I was at the age of 15 when I started to drink 
with Crooks but tnere were & few people younger than aw* 




was only 12 or 15 when Crooks was feeding him alobohol 



and be usually was getting drunk with us "older guya". 
Many people would get sick when they drank with Crooks, Sons- 
times we went three or four weekends in arow that at Least one 
person would get sick from an over consumption of alchohol* 

I am writing this document for the future wranglers of 
D-A* Everything I have Included Intbls report is absolutly 
true I I would like to see this man expelled from scouting 
because of what he may do in the future to other innocent young 
scouts* I was not hurt by his actions as far as I know hut 
someone may gat hurt in th** near future* 

This report may be used as need* by Mr* feg" " " " " ^^^^J 
I may have forgotten plenty but I hope this is enough to provs 
the guilt of the party involved* I would like this report 
to be kept confidential unless otherwise told by me.
